Chairman in Hiss 
case dies at 74 
WASHINGTON (AP). — Former 
Senator Kari ἘΣ Mundt of South 


Dakota, a staunch anti-Communist 
who figured in the Alger Hiss and 


has McCarthy hearings in the years fol- 


lowing World War II, died on Friday 
at the age of 74. 

Mundt was acting chairman of the 
House Committee on Un-American 
Activities during its 1948 hearing on 
the Alger Hiss case. He and Richard 
Nixon did most of the congressional 
sleuthing in the case. Mundt, how- 
ever, let most of the attention fall 
on the young Nixon. 

Mundt also was temporary chair- 
men of the Senate Investigations 
Committee that held hearings on the 
dispute between Senator Joseph Ma- 
Carthy of Wisconsin and the U.S. 
Army. As a house member, he was 
co-chairman and author of legisiation 
that created the Voice of America 
to broadcast American views to ra- 
do listeners abroad. He was also 
among the first congressmen to ad- 
vocate nuclear weapons control.

Arguments for aliya 


must be

THE DISCUSSION of the problem 
of aliya from the so-called free 
and affluent countries has con- 
sisted largely of irrelevant slogan- 
eering or self-justification. Depend- 
ing on who the interlocutors are, 
the reasons for the pitifully smali 
number of Jews of the Americas, 
Western Europe. South Africa, etc. 
coming home again to Eretz Yis- 
rael are: 
@ Insufficient number or low 
quality of the aliya emissaries

e@ Deficient line in “sefing” ἀγα. 
@ Deficient aliya and absorption 
Policy of the institutions con- 
cerned, 
@ The dinasaurian bureaucracy 
of Israei and the Zionist Move- 
ment. 

@ The several or the combined 
Geficiencies of life in Israel. 
As though ail that were lacking 
was the right application of the 
Tight panacea -- “rightness" de- 
pending on the country or the in- 
stitution in which the speaker sits 
and the theory he has developed 
acco: ly. And many of them 
have the findings of sociological 
Surveys made among Various groups 
of olim and among the Jews of 
various Diaspora communities to 

back up their pet theories.
